Kido was summoned July 18* 
(Japanese date), the same day 
Premier Tojo’s cabinet tendered 
its resignation, a Domei dispatch 
at 10 p. m. (central war time) last 
night said, 

“Home Affairs Minister Kido 
was ordered into audience by his 
imperial majesty, who questioned 
him in regard to the succeeding 
cabinet following the resignation 
of the Tojo cabinet,” said the 
broadcast reported by the Federal 
Communications Commission, 

Tojo, who led Japan into war 
against the United States less than 
two months after his cabinet was 
formed in October, 1941, had been 
considered his nation’s supreme 
war lord. 

Following a switch in the Jap- 
anese naval command announced 
Monday, however, he was himself 
removed as chief of the army gen- 
eral staff on Tuesday and subse- 
quently presented his resignation 
as premier and minister of war, 
along with the resignation of his 
lesser colleagues, to the emperor. 

Kido, a former minister of pub- 
lic welfare and of education, is 
one of the senior statesmen of Ja- 
pan. He held the post of lord keep- 
er of the privy seal when Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye’s third Japa- 
nese government collapsed in the 
face of a grave impasse on na- 
tional policy toward the United 
States and Russia in October, 1941.

penditure of about $4,000,000 for 
construction and repair work on 
highways throughout Georgia. 
This work, said Clay, would be- 
gin “within three weeks.” 

Part of it has awaited approval 
of the War Production Board, at 
Washington. Today the WPB no- 
tified Clay by telegram that it had 
granted priorities for $3,150,000 
worth of construction out of the 
$4,800,000 which Clay had previ- 
ously requested. On most of the 
projects the federal government 
will share costs equally with the 
state. 

In addition, Clay announced that 
on July 28 he will let contracts for

In addition to repair work, 
bridge building, etc., some of the 
projects call for the construction 


of new roads in north Georgia. 
When these new roads are com- 
pleted, Clay said that Georgia will 
have an all-paved east-west high- 
way from the Alabama line into 
the Carolinas. 

Out of the total applications for 
approval by the WPB, that body, 
at Clay’s later request, cut out 
$750,000. It still has under consid- 
eration applications for $427,472 
worth of work. It turned down 
applications for projects totaling 
$472,000. 

One of the projects which re- 
ceived WPB approval was the 
construction of a road from At- 
lanta to the Conley Ordnance 
Depot. This is a paving job and 
will cost $135,000, of which the 
federal government will defray 50 
per cent of the cost.

The government of Gen. Hideki Tojo resigned collectively as part 
of Japan’s drastic overhauling of her political and military commands 


Tokyo announced last night, and 


Emperor Hirohito ordered Marquis Koichi Kido, home affairs minis- 


ter, into an audience with a view to forming a new cabinet. 
- 


Referring to the “present grave 
situation,” the wireless dispatch, 
directed to Japanese-occupied 
areas, stated “the government fi- 
nally has decided to renovate its 
personne! in order to prosecute the 
war totally.” 

The announcement followed one 
day after Tojo had been relieved 
of his post as chief of the army 
general staff and disclosed that 
the cabinet resignations also were 
presented to Hirohito on Tuesday. 
No reason was given for the delay 
in making the change public. 

Tojo presented the collective 
resignation of his government to 
Emperor Hirohito after “having 
recognized the fact that it was 
most appropriate to carry out a 
total resignation,” said the Domei 
news agency. 

The Japanese announcement 
said: “It has been decided to 
strengthen the cabinet by a wider 
selection of the personnel.” 

“By utilizing all means avail- 
able, the present cabinet was not 
able to achieve its objective,” the 
statement said. 

Prior to this shake-up changes 
had been made in the high com- 
mands of both the army and navy. 
OFFICIAL TEXT 

The text of the official an- 
nouncement: 

“Siace the outbreak of the GEA

“Thus, for the purpos: of as- 
suring a successful prosecution of 
this war, we anticipate with great 
anxiety the appearance of a new 
strong cabinet at this time with- 
out loss of opportunity ”

OPA Changes 3 
PulpwoodRules 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—(?)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today made three changes in 


the price ceiling regulation cover- 
ing pulpwood produced in seven 
southern states. 

Applicable in South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, and Louisiana 
east of the Mississippi river, the 
changes, effective July 24, are: 

Veneer cores are brought un- 
der the regulation for the first 
time and given a ceiling of $10.80 
a cord, the same as that for peeled 
southern hardwood. Heretofore 
these cores were under the gen- 
eral maximum price regulation 
and the ceiling was each pro- 


ducer’s highest March, 1942, price. 


Another revision permits use of 
the $8.60 a cord ceiling for pine 
pulpwood, f. o. b. barges, only 
when the lumber is hauled by 
Barges from landings constructed 
or put into general use before last 
June 1, The ceiling is $7.60, the 
same as the f. o. b. car maximum 
price of pine, when the hauling 
is from landings constructed later. 

OPA said the restriction is in- 
tended to prevent dislocation of 
normal pulpwood operations in

RALPH McGILL 
Is Proud of the 


Georgia Delegation 


CHICAGO.—At about the time the buses were 
jammed with persons going to work Wednesday 
morning, the Georgia delegates were meeting in 
caucus. 

No matter how you feel about Roosevelt, Wallace or the Demo- 
cratic party I think you would have been proud of the manner in 
which Gov. Ellis Arnall and the delegates acted. 


Gov. Arnall stood up when the caucus was called to order 
in the Georgia headQuarters and said: “Fellow Georgians, 1 want 
to state my position. I have a great admiration for our war Presi- 
dent, Mr. Roosevelt. I went to see him in Washington a few weeks 
ago and told him that, in my opinion, the people of Georgia were 
behind him in this war. I told him that we wanted to know what 

e had in mind so that we could make up our minds. 

“He told me that he did not want to be President again but 
that if the people called on him to serve in wartime he would 
accept. He also told me that his first choice as his assistant was 
Henry A. Wallace. 

“I know that some of you do not like Mr. Wallace. My own 
position is not that of being for Mr. Wallace. It is that of being 
for the President. 

“I could not be halfway for him. So I pledged myself to vote 
for Henry A. Wallace because the President wanted him as his first 
choice, 

“I want to make it clear that I do not wish to coerce the vote 
of any delegate. Vote as you feel.” 


I was proud of that and I was proud of Ellis Arnall. He is the 
only Governor in this country who has stood squarely on his feet 
and faced the issue with courage and with complete frankness. 


OPPOSITION When he had finished there were three who 
asked to be registered as voting against Mr. 
Wallace. 

They were Johnny Bouhan and Spencer Grayson, of Savannah, 
and George Googe, the southern representative of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

I was proud of them, too. That was the way they felt. That 
was the way they voted. They explained they were not against 
the President but felt that Wallace was not acceptable to the people 
in their districts. 

It is my opinion that some members of the American Federation 
of Labor, which sincerely supports the President, are a little cool 
toward Wallace only because the CIO early indorsed him. But that 
is but an opinion. They all are for Mr. Roosevelt. 

There in the room this morning was a fine example of democ- 
racy at its best. And I was very, very proud of the fine person’ 
who composed the delegation and also proud of the courage and 
the fairness of the Governor. 


It is really inspiring to see what good government means. It is 
reflected in the personnel of the delegation. It is reflected in their 
appearance and in the respect in which Georgia is held. 


Friend and foe alike respect Georgia. On every hand one hears 
fine things about Georgia. Even the anti-Roosevelt people with 
whom I have talked express their admiration for the cleanness and 
the good character of Georgia. 


This is a change, I can assure you. Time was when Georgia 
was looked upon as representing about the lowest type of gov- 
ernment in the nation.

He 
has the most votes. But for weeks I have been writing that Truman 
was the real dark horse. Today he is the favorite. If he is nomi- 
nated I have from him a personal story to tell.

Democrats Put On 


Better Show Than GOP 


CHICAGO.—President Roosevelt's letter itn- 
dorsing Vice President Wallace for renomination 
has left the main question before the Demo- 

irda cratic national convention—the question of his 
running mate on the party ticket—as unsettled as ever. 

As things stand now, no one is really able to say whether Mr. 
Wallace remains in the running or not. 

Judged by its face value, the President’s letter, written to Sen. 
Samuel D. Jackson, of Indiana, the permanent chairman of the 
convention, was all but meaningless. It simply stated that he liked 
and respected Mr. Wallace, a “personal friend” of long standing, 
and that he would vote for his nomination, were he a delegate to 
the convention. 

But then the President sought to make it clear that he was not 
“in any way” dictating to the convention. He even seemed to invite 
a discussion of the “pros and cons” of Mr. Wallace’s availability. 

If Mr. Roosevelt stops there the vice president’s chances are 
doomed, most observers agree. All along it has been recognized 
that his chief hope of renomination depended on something more 
than a simple White House indorsement. 

Not everyone is convinced, however, that the President will stop 
with his letter of indorsement. Keen political strategist that he 
is, it is not at all improbable that Mr. Roosevelt will supplement his 
letter with some personal word of instruction passed along to the 
leaders of certain powerful state delegations which he controis— 
delegations like those from New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
New Jersey, to name only a few. 

In that way he could create the illustration of the convention 
being given a free choice in the selection of a running mate for 


him, and at the same time get what he wants. 
LIABILITY? Everything, seems to depend, therefore, on what 
the President really wants. Some of his closest 

advisers are known to have been working on him for some time in 
an effort to have him ditch Mr. Wallace. The vice president is 
thought by these leaders to be a definite liability in the coming 
campaign. The President has been told that his presence on the 
ticket would cost the Democrats a million votes in November. 

Whether Mr. Roosevelt has been impressed by -such arguments 
will probably be determined by how he acts. If he confines him- 
self to the letter written to Sen. Jackson, it means that he has 
weakened on Mr, Wallace. If the New York, New Jersey, Illinois 
and other White House-controlled delegations continue their sup- 
port of the vice president, it means that the President still really 
prefers him on the ticket. 

The cue to the situation will be how these big delegations stand 
up in the initial test. It will be interesting to watch the instruc- 
tions they receive after the first caucuses. 


DISAPPOINTED Meantime, there was no denying the keen 

disappointment which supporters of Mr, 
Wallace felt over the Jackson letter. It let them down consider- 
ably. Some of the Wallace delegates felt that no letter at all would 
have been better than the one written. 

But then they were reckoning by face values alone. They were 
not‘ considering what steps might be taken quietly by the Presi- 
dent to shape the situation to his liking. 

It is not so much what has been done in the open, but what 
may be done beneath the surface, that counts. Mr. Roosevelt. de- 
spite his apparent attitude of aloofness, still controls the strings of 
the convention. He is perhaps more in control of this one than any 
previous conclave of the party in which he has been a key figure. 
He is in position to pull the strings any way he pleases. No one 
for a moment believes that he will not keep in constant touch with 
developments. 

There will be a few votes cast against the President's fourth 
nomination. No effort will be made to stop them. But the over- 
whelming majority will be amenable to White House wishes. If 
the White House still wants Wallace, then Wallace it will be—or so 
it seems to most seasoned onlookers. 

In that case all of the by-play over other candidates for the vice 
presidential nomination will be merely for the purpose of letting 
the convention shoot off steam. It would all be designed to make 
the convention a better show, in contrast with the rather dull and 
drab proceedings of the earlier meeting here of the Republicans, 
who sought to make a display of harmony. The Democrats don’t do 
business that way. It wouldn’t be a Democratic convention with-

ABOARD A U. S. CARRIER, 
Central Pacific, July 9 (De- 
layed). — (*) — Air Group 16 
hung up its sweat-stained flight 
gear today to begin a well-de- 
served leave with one of the 
most remarkable combat rec:

Its 1,025 tons of bombs and 
825,000 rounds of ammunition 
sank 75,000 tons of Japanese 
shipping, including a big carri- 
er; damaged another 80,500; 
tons; destroyed 264 planes, 150 
of them in the air: and blew up 
36 fuel or ammunition dumps. 

Its planes flew more than 
3,000 sorties. beginning with 
Tarawa and ending with the de- 
cisive defeat of Japan’s carrier 
fleet west of the Marianas last 
month.
